Notwirthit:nding the Temptations that were thrown 
in the Way of his Polith Majefty, which feemiugly kepe 
hima’ long while in doutt which Party to take, this 
Prince: at length came ‘heartily into the Views of the 
Court of Vienna. A preya'liag Motive with him, it was’ 
thought, at leaft equal to tie Promifts of the Allics, was 
the Danger of lofing the Polith Crown, by accepting that 
of the Empire. Y-t, aft.r he had joined his Troops in 
the Battle of Friedberg, he was frequently reprefented as 
fill wavering. 

The King of Praffia, as foon as he could.effe& it after 
the Viétory above-mentioned, arew together two Ar- 
inies on the oppofite Fronticrs of the Saxon Dominions, 
threaten'ng them with av immediate Invation. No Ho- 
ftititicgywere howcver commit d in cither of thefe Quar- 
t.rs, nor anygthat were conliderable between the Pruf- 
fians and Auftrians (whom the-Saxons had now left to 
defend their own Dominions) till the fevere Weather 
caine on, and the Armies all retired into Winter Quar- 
ters. 

In the mean time, chiefly through the Intereft of his 
Britannic Majefty, the Grand Duke was eleéted King 
of the Romans in September, by feven Voices out of 9, 
Though the King of Pruffia and the Eletor Palatine had 
all along protefted againft fuch Eleétion, great Hopes 
were at laft entertained that it would be unanimous; a 
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Convention, previous to.a Treaty of Peace, haying been 
before concluded with that View between their Britannic 
and Pruffian Majeities. Whether the Pruffian Monarch 
rceived that the Defigns were not yet given up againft 
is Dominions, or po Pac elfe was - Reafon, this 
Convention did not produce the defired Effe&; the Bran- 
denburg and Palatine Minifters withdrew from Fancfort 
before the Ele@ion, and their Mafters continued pro- 
tefting againft it after it was over. 
As a Rebellion was then broke out in Scotland, and 
town to fuch a Head that it was found neceffury to call 
aon Troops from Brabant, it was hoped the Court 
of Vienna would have confented to any reafonable Terms 
of Accommodation in the Empire, that the might have 
employed all her Strength againft the French and Spa- 
niards in Italy, and againft the French upon, the Rhine 
and in the Netherlands, the latter Seat of War. inparti- 
cular being left deftitute upon the Return of the Britith 
Troops. "ebut the Policy of this Court led it into quite o- 
ther Meafures. The Dutch witha very few Auftrians, 
were left to guard Brabant; Italy was committed to the 
King of Sardinia, affifted alfo by a few Auftrians ; and 
the Circles near the Rhine were admonished to take Care 
of themfelves. It now appeared that the Defigns againtt 
Silefia were fo far from being given up, that they were 
extended even to the hereditary Dominions of the Houfe 
of Brandenburg.

fide. of the Torwood toward Dunipace. Thefe Ac- 
counts being confirmed, the Army was immediately 
drawn up in Order of Battle; and marched Southward 
to meet them. 

The A@ion began half an Hour after three. The 
Dragoons made the Attack withthe Appearance of great 
Refolution, but upon receiving the firft Fire retired to- 
wards the Right, and many of them fled; this witha 


violent Storm of Wind and ain, which blowed full in 
the Face of the Troops, put the Foot of the left Wing | 


in-great Diforder... This Confufion being immediately 
perceived by the Officers on the Right, they without lofs 





of time marched to ftop the Progrefs of the Rebels, 
which they efteQually did ; and by their good Condu&, 
and the Alartnefs of fome Corps, drove them by a conti- 
nued Fire from the. Field with the utmoft Precipitation, 
In the meantime the difordered nee was rallied. 
The Rebels gave them nothing todo, The Right Wing 
was entire Niafters of the Field, where the whole of the 
Troops continucd till it was near dark, a full Hour af- 
ter all Firing was ceafed; But finding that the Rain had 
greatly fpoi!ed their Arms and Ammunition, it, was judp- 
ed proper to purfue their Advantage no farther, and for 
want of Provifions and Ammunition, the Army march- 
ed that Night to Linlithgow, and continued its March 
next Day to Edinburgh.
